of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1965. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year 
1965. 

Based  on  figures  issued  by  the  Registrar  General,  the  estimated 
population  of  the  district  at  mid-year  1965  showed  an  increase  of 
760,  as  compared  with  mid-year  1964.  This  figure  is  made  up 
from  (1)  the  natural  increase  in  the  local  population,  i.e.,  excess 
of  live  births  over  deaths,  which  was  133  and,  (2)  the  members 
of  the  mining  community  coming  into  the  district  from  other 
areas.  In  my  report  for  1964  I  stated  that  the  population  should 
have  been  well  over  12,000  by  the  end  of  that  year.  In  fact,  by 
mid-year  1965  it  was  12,720,  which  figure  is  exactly  1,000  more 
than  the  estimated  population  at  mid-year  1963. 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  253 
and,  as  one  would  expect,  showed  a  preponderance  of  males.  The 
increase  over  1964  was  24  and  the  birth  rate  was  19.9  as  against 
a  national  rate  of  18.0  per  1,000  population.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  continued  to  increase,  the  figure  for  the  year 
was  25  and  the  resultant  illegitimacy  rate  was  99  per  1,000  live 
births.  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  77, 
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The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year  was  3  compared 
with  7  in  1964.  The  cause  of  death  was,  in  each  case,  due  to  im¬ 
proper  development  and  none  survived  more  than  twelve  hours. 
The  infant  mortality  rate,  i.e.  per  1,000  live  births,  was  11.8  com¬ 
pared  with  31.9  for  1964.  The  previous  lowest  rates  during  the 
past  ten  years  were  9.0  in  1957,  and  9.12  in  1958.  The  national 
rate  for  1965  was  19. 


Total  deaths  registered  during  the  year  numbered  120,  75 
male  and  45  female.  The  crude  death  rate  was  9.43  per  1,000 
population  and  was  practically  the  same  as  that  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  Deaths  from  heart  disease  and  cancer  showed  an 
increase,  while  those  attributed  to  bronchitis  and  ‘  stroke  ’  were 
less  than  in  1964.  Six  deaths,  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  occurred. 
All  were  male  aged  65  to  70  and  could  be  classified  as  moderate  to 
heavy  cigarette  smokers. 


Accidents  accounted  for  7  deaths — of  these,  three  were  the 
result  of  possible  misjudgement  on  the  public  highway.  Three 
of  the  other  four  deaths  were  caused  by  carbon  monoxide  poisoning 
when  their  home  was  gutted  by  fire.  The  victims  were  twin  boys 
aged  4  and  their  brother  aged  3  years. 


I  should,  once  again,  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  of  my  colleagues  of  other  departments  during  the  year 
and  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  nursing  and 
clerical  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1965  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.36. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  compulsorily  notifiable  infectious 
disease  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  158.  This  figure  is 
based  on  the  actual  number  of  written  notifications  received  at 
our  Health  Department  from  the  general  practitioners  in  the  area. 
The  total  for  1964  was  59. 


Measles. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-two  cases  in  all  were  notified,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  47  the  previous  uear.  All  but  6  cases  occurred  during 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  The  incidence  was  exactly  the  same 
for  both  male  and  female  and  those  principally  affected  were  six 
years  of  age  and  under.  One  child,  who  developed  broncho¬ 
pneumonia  as  a  complication,  was  admitted  to  hospital,  but  was 
later  discharged  fully  recovered. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Three  cases  were  officially  reported  and  admitted  to  the 
infectious  diseases  hospital. 


Diphtheria. 

For  the  nineteenth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified.

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Smallpox  Vaccination. 

One  hundred  and  forty-three  infants  of  1  year  and  over  were 
vaccinated  against  smallpox.  These  were  all  done  at  the  child 
welfare  clinic.  The  number  carried  out  showed  a  ten  per  cent 
increase  on  the  previous  year — the  figure  could  be  much  greater. 
So  many  mothers  who  have  given  consent  for  vaccination  fail  to 
turn  up  at  the  appointed  time  in  spite  of  repeated  requests. 


Immunisation. 

The  monthly  sessions  continued  to  be  well  attended  and  208 
children  were  given  their  primary  course.  This  usually  consists 
of  3  injections  at  monthly  intervals.  The  vaccine  used  was  the 
“  three  in  one  ”  variety  which  provides  immunity  against  diph¬ 
theria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  In  addition  294  school  and 
pre-school  children  received  a  re-inforcing  injection. 


Whooping  Cough. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis. 

Two  cases,  a  man  of  63  and  a  woman  of  33,  were  notified 
during  the  year  as  having  contracted  tuberculosis  of  the  pulmonary 
variety. 


Each  had  treatment  in  hospital  and  both  are  now  progressing 
satisfactorily.

One  of  the  22  cases  was  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but 
all  were,  more  or  less,  pursuing  an  active  life  in  their  normal  occu¬ 
pations. 

Of  the  8  cases  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year,  1 
left  the  district  to  live  in  another  part  of  the  country,  i.e.,  an  out¬ 
ward  transfer,  and  7  were  regarded  by  the  chest  physician  as 
recovered  and  not  in  need  of  any  further  treatment  or  supervision. 
There  was  no  inward  transfer  during  the  year  and  the  register  at 
the  end  of  1965  showed  a  total  of  22,  14  male  and  8  female  cases. 
This  is  a  reduction  of  six  over  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  and  the  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  the  disease  during  the  past  10  years  is  given

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  now  responsible 
for  supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk 
some  250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is 
constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  somewhat  hard. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby  and  all  houses  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  farm 
which  obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep  spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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One  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  on  the 
16th  June,  1965,  and  the  following  is  the  Public  Analyst’s  report 
thereon  :

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  improvements  and 
extensions  to  the  existing  sewage  works  and  it  is  expected  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  bring  the  new  plant  into  use  by  autumn  of  1966. 
Besides  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  sewage  works,  the  new  plant 
will  ensure  a  satisfactory  final  effluent  in  compliance  with  Trent 
River  Board  standard  conditions. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Collection. 

No  serious  difficulties  were  met  during  the  year  and  a  weekly 
collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained,  apart  from  the 
arrears  which  unavoidably  occur  after  bank  holidays.  I  think  the 
regular  weekly  collection  is  due  to  the  time  incentive  bonus  scheme 
which  was  brought  into  operation  in  January.  This  enables  the 
workmen  to  finish  at  12  noon  on  Fridays,  provided  the  whole 
district  is  satisfactorily  cleared.  Only  three  vehicles  are  used  as  in 
the  pre-war  period  and  this  has  been  made  possible  by  the  use  of 
larger  capacity  vehicles  which,  in  addition  to  carrying  a  more 
economic  load,  also  reduce  the  time  taken  on  journeys  to  the  tip. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was  carried 
out  at  the  Oakfield  Lane  Tip  and  with  the  expiration  of  the  lease 
for  the  area  of  lanv  which  is  used  for  tipping  purposes,  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  secure  an  increased  acreage  and  thereby 
secure  adequate  tipping  facilities  for  the  next  decade.  As  a  result 
of  these  activities  it  has  been  possible  to  hand  back  several  acres 
of  land  which  are  now  utilised  for  industrial  purposes.

Salvage. 

Although  a  welcome  increase  is  shown  in  the  income  from 
salvage,  this  could  have  been  considerably  more  if  the  amount 
baled  had  not  been  limited  by  the  hand  operated  baling  machine. 
I  am  pleased  to  say  that  this  bottle-neck  has  now  been  removed 
with  the  purchase  in  March,  1966  of  an  electric  baling  press.  Early 
output  figures  with  this  machine  are  very  encouraging  and  in  next 
years  report  it  will  be  possible  to  give  an  accurate  assessment  of 
its  potential.  A  guarantee  has  been  received  from  Thames  Board 
Mills,  Ltd.,  to  accept  a  minimum  of  20  tons  per  month  until  31st 
December  ,1968.

Nineteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  46,100  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  and  nine  had  electric 
pumps.  All  pumps  were  visited  during  the  year  and  no 
contraventions  of  note  were  found. 


Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 


All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

Frequent  inspection  of  all  food  premises  were  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  fourteen  premises 
which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions, 
mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  eighteen  swabs  were  taken 
from  glasses  at  licensed  premises,  plates  and  forks  at  school  kitchens, 
food  containers  and  cups  at  catering  establishments,  and  all  were 
reported  as  satisfactory.

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  occurred  as  a  result  of  ice¬ 
cream  mixture  being  stored  on  a  vending  vehicle  at  an  unsatis¬ 
factory  temperature. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Two  water-ice  lollipop  samples  were  sunmitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  both  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  nine  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing 
prepared  meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Seventeen  inspections  of  these  premises 
showed  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
